The treaty includes

States, Great Britain, France, Italy 
and Japan. 
It provides lor a1 ton 
year naval holiday for the scrapping 
of many existing ships; limits the size 
of 
new 
war 
craft, 
including 


the 
total 
tonnage 
and 
size 


of aircraft carriers; establishes a def- 
inite ratio of naval strength among 
the five nations; maintains the status 
quo with respect to Pacific fortifica- 
tions, and prescribes regulations for 
the replacement of tonnage now 
in 


commission when it becomes possible. 
Lod;o :it once called up the treaty 


relating to submarines and 
poison 
gases. 
He hoped to have it ratified 


before adjournment. 


The naval limitation treaty would 


be a disaster instead of a benefit, "if 
it should be regarded in the senate or 
elsewhere as all we should towards 
disarmament, even within the next ten 
years," -Senator Borah, Idaho, assert- 
ed. 


Borah said he was thankful for the 
degree of naval disarmament achieved 
and did not doubt it represented every- 
thing possible at the recent arms con- 
ference, but the world must not ac- 
cept it as a completed program, he 
warned. 
"It is the beginning and only the 


beginning," said Borah. "I would not 
in the slightest distract 
from 
the! 


greatness of the achievement, the im- 
portance and value of this first step." 


Borah said the 
controversy 
over 


the real authorship of the arms con- 
ference was easy to settle for public 
opinion brought about the meeting.

A small majority of which Lloyd 


George is aJmost certain, will not satis- 
fy the premier. 
Austen Chamberlain announced In 


the house of commons Wednesday that 
Lloyd George at Monday's 
session 


Would move the following resolution: 


"That this house approves the reso- 


lutions of the supreme council confer- 
ence at Cannes as a basis for the eco- 
nomic conference of Genoa and will 
support the government's effort to ef- 
fect them." 


A vote of confidence will be taken 


on this resolution. 
Threats of crisis in two other big 


issues with which Lloyd George is 
faced may influence the house against 
him. These are: 
1. Labor may line up against Lloyd 


George to prevent 
him leaving the 


country while the industrial 
rrisis 


caused by the ship building and engin- 
eer strike is on. 


2. The Irish situation is considered 


full of menace and the outcome of the 
proposed conference between north and 
south leaders uncertain. Failure here 
would antagonize a considerable num- 
ber of coalition liberals.

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THE TARIFF OUTLOOK 


The country is, it is said, facing the en- 


actment of the highest tariff in its historv, 
higher than -the famous "tariff of abomin- 
ations." There is to be a considerable 
curtailment of the free list. Hides for the 
first time since the enactment of the Ding- 
ley tariff, are to be taxed. 
There are to 


be extraordinarily 
high, taxes on wool, 


which is now on the free list. These wool 
duties will not only impose a heavy bur- 
den on the people—including the farmers, 
in whose interest they are supposed to bd 
levied, though few of them are wool grow- 
ers. but still discriminate, almost certain- 
ly disastrously, against the carded wool 
industry. The hide duties will in no way 
benefit the faim«r, but rather the reverse, 
since they will necessitate the imposition 
of compensatory duties on boots and 
shoes.. 


The attempt is to satisfy all classes 


withou^ dissatisfying any—an impossible 
task.- This proposed tariff is an interest- 
ing response to the demand for lower 
taxes. Congress is proposing to lower tax: 
es by raising thenu 
It is a dangerous 


experiment, even from the merely politi- 
cal point of view, as should be realized 
by all who are old enough to remember 
what the Payne-Aldrich. tariff did to the 
Bepublican. party in. 1912. 


Just now there is much, talk about col- 


lecting the debts due to this government 
and to the American people from abroad, 
debts which, if paid at all, must be large- 
ly paid in goods. Yet we are proposing 
to impose extraordinarily ^high, and in 


• some cases prohibitive taxes on the medi- 


um in Which our debts must be paid. "We 
are told almost every day that prosperity 
is just around the corner, andindcedthat 
its advance guard has already reached us. 
The gospel of optimism is being very 
strenuously preached. Yet all this recov- 
ery has been under th« moderate Under- 
wood tariff, for the repeal of which there 
has been no demand worth considering.

CODDLING CRIMINALS 


In the case of a young c-lerk who ac- 


cumulated a i'oriune of $100.000 by the 
simple expedient ot! forging his. employ- 
er's name, a Ne\v York court recently took 
a vigorous stand on the subject of cod- 
dling such-offenders. 
The young man 


spent none of the money, but continued 
to live on a scale permitted by his salary. 
"When his shortage was discovered, while 
he was enjoyinc a vacation, he made no 
excuse save that he derived some pleasure 
from counting the money. 
He returned 


every cent of it to his employer and threw 
himself upon the nun-cy of the court. The 
judge, after sentencing him to an indeter- 
minate term in the reformatory, explained 
his decision thus : 


"We can not coddle criminals. Young men 


must understand th.U crime will not be con- 
doned because 
they make 
restitution 
when 


caught. It is the purpose of the law to prevent 
crime. It is far more important to punish than 
to let young men go and tell their friends they 
beat the coso. That would encourage- and not 
discourage crime. 


The tendency to overlook first offenses, 


especially when full restitution is made, is 
generally recognized as not without its 
value. The first offender is usually a per- 
son incapable of seeing the true nature of 
wrong in the abstract. He requires close 
contact with it to be convinced that what 
people say about honesty is true. Many 
potential crooks have been saved by a lit- 
tle kindliness and lenity a't the right time, 
but the thing can be carried too far. The 
worth of crime punishment as a deterrent 
to crime must count for something. In 
this case the judge seems to have had some 
suspicion that a man who would hide 
$100.000 of his employer's money with 
the confessed intention of diverting it to 
his own uses at some time, is not to be 
harmed much by confinement and oppor- 
tunity to think over the character of his 
theft.

so sorely need work as at the very moment when 
we feel too tired to undertake the slightest exer- 
tion. 
The most serious mistake we make about 


this is the misinterpretation of our own sensations. 
When a sedentary man or woman feels just fagged 
out and worn and weary at the end of a day's play 
and yearns mightily to sink into a soft chair or ev- 
en to retire too early to bed. then is the time when 
some real muscular work will do the most good. 
Ah, but it takes determination and will power and 
faith in the restorative value of exercise to drive 
one to work at such a time! The universal impulse 
and practice is to chuck it and go on with the dead- 
ly sitting. Don't I know? No one hates work more 
than I do, yet I fancy few nonworkers derive more 
benefit from bitter exercise year after year than 
I do. 
The notion that exercise must be made attractive 


and enjoyable, as in such games as tennis, pitching 
horseshoes, hiking, playing bail, bowling, or fpr the 
old geezers golf, is all right—anything that will per- 
suade the chronic sitter to use his muscles. But do 
not imagine that because games are good one does 
not derive equal benefit from an equivalent amount 
of muscular activity m the form of 
drab work. 


Swinging the axe on knotty oak unquestionably bet- 
ters a man's health just as much as swinging the 
bat in a game of ball. The great drawback about 
playing games for exercise is that it is seldom pos- 
sible for one to get into a. game every day. 
It is 


always possible to take exercise at home, no mat- 
ter what the condition of the weather or the season 
or the individual's time allowance may be. 


The sad excuse which too many otherwise intelli- 


gent folks offer for neglecting exercise is that they 
haven't time. One might with equal justification 
go naked and plead nothing to wear. The best rea- 
son why little boys neglect to wash behind their 
ears is that they haven't time. Send me a stamped, 
self-addressed envelope and I'll undertake to prove 
to you that you're just beguiling yourself about lack 
of "time.

American editors are 
inclined to hail with satisfaction the 
granting of a coal and iron concession 
by Lenin to Big Bill Haywood. 
But 


there are strings attached to the con- 
cession which from the 
American 


viewpoint raise a serious doubt o£ 
Haywood's unqualified success as a 
captain of industry. 


The projected enterprise involves 


coal mines and iron works in 
the 


Ural Mountains, and the stipulations, 
at, the NASHVILLE BANNER quotes 
them, require "the bringing to Rus- 
sia of 4,800 fully qualified American 
workmen with a technical personnel 
to operate the properties. 
Further, 


"each workman must spend $100 on 
tools and agree to abide by the code 
of the Soviet in regard to labor and 
its products." The Soviet government 
is to spend $300,000 on the project, 
and "agrees to furnish wood for hous- 
es, give 27.000 acres for cultivation, 
and allow the men part of the pro- 
duction to carry on further work." 


The motives of Lenin's "generosity" 


in the matter are apparent to the 
SPRINGFIELD UNION, for, it points 
out, 
he can "afford to be generous, 


He has idle iron mines on his hands 
and it wouldn't cost his proletariat 
government anything to give them to 
anybody." 
However, oven under the 


conditions attached to the returns of 
the enterprise, fifty per cent of which 
go to the government, and in addi- 
tion the usual seven per cent tax on 
industry, the SIOUX CITY JOURNAL 
thinks Haywood "and his fellow ex- 
patriates expect to make their exile 
profitable as well as secure," and the 
MILWAUKEE SENTINEL remarks 
that "he is laying the foundation of 
what may become great -wealth and 
international fame as ^. captain of in 
dustry," and his transformation "from 
I. \V. W. leader to capitalist, which 
in its incipient stages Was commented 
upon some time ago, is now fairly 
complete and definite." The CHICA- 
GO POST thinks "it is a great joke 
to soo an I-Won't-Work turned into 
the capitalistic concessionaire of an 
autocratic government." but to tho 
NEW YORK TRIBUNE it is the re- 
finement of cruelty—no gne*te|' proof 
of Lenin's "tyranny" has yet coma 
than this latest act of "setting Big 
Bill Haywood to work!" The^feat of 
"sending the husky bail jumper to 
the Ural coal jnines to crack the whip 
over 4,800 American I. "W. W. who 
want to be bossed by a true comrade," 
if it proves successful, "will be no 
mean achievement." 


But, 
like that uncompromising re- 


cipe for rabbit pie, before 
he 
can 
"crack his whip over 4,800 American 
I. W. W." and thus fulfill the proph- 
ecy of the SALT LAKE TRIBUNE 
that "he will be a hard master and 
will ultimately develop into a slave 
driver," Haywood must first corral 
the 4,800. And there lies the difficulty 
in the opjnion of the American press. 
For some reason, apparently, "Rus- 
sian labor is not wanted in this busi- 
ness," a peculiar condition which the 
IDAHO STATESMAN (Boise) thinks 
may perhaps arise because "Lenin 
has discovered that the Russian pro- 
letariat has its shortcomings," and

"BOCHE" 
Paris. — Carlo Bchanzer's career is 


described by a writer in the weekly 
EUROPE NOCVELLE. He is of Aus- 
trian origin, and at the outbreak of 
the war belonged to tho Giolitti neu- 
tralist party of Italy, which earned 
him a reputation as a pro-German. 
Since then, however, he seems to have 
evolved in the same direction as Gio- 
litti himself. His achievements 
at 


Washington are touched on by the 
paper, which says: 
'The nomination of the new Ital- 


ian Foreign Minister was awaited with 
great curiosity in anticipation of the 
Genoa conference. It was the sena- 
tor. Carlo Schanzer, who was elected. 
"This ruddy litUe man has nothing 


Latin about him. He was born in 
Vienna, Dec. 18, 1865. He was edu- 
cated first in Austria, but as he be 
longed to a family of Trieste origin 
he obtained his Italian naturalization 
and passed his examination of Doctor 
of Law in Italy in 1885. Soon after- 
wards he became a deputy librarian 
at the Senate where he made the ac- 
quaintance of Giovanni Giolitti, with 
whom he became great friends. Giolit- 
ti helped him to several important 
posts in the state and 1905 made him 
minister of the Posts, and afterwards 
under M. Nitti he was Minister of 
the. Treasury. 


"Then came the war. M. Schanzer 


was one of the most ardent partisans 
of neutrality, one of the greatest ad 
versaries of Italian intervention on 
the French side. More than once be 
tween 1914-15 the word 'Boche' was 
heard in connection with his name. 
When was was declare)} he did the 
same as his great patron, he was si- 
lent. 


"Has he evolved in the same way 
as his great friend?" asks the writer. 
"It is possible, even probable. What 
are his ideas on foreign policy? It is 
impossible to know. He has written 
very little except on social questions 
and statistics. 


"But at Washington, M. Schanzer 


profitted very cleverly by the mistakes 
of the French delegates to the advan 
tage of the Italian delegation 
anc 


gained America's sympathy. 
Accord 


ing to the latest news he has even 
laid the foundations for an Italo-Amer 
ican commercial treaty which would 
make 'Italy the commercial intermed 
iary of America in the East Mediter 
ranean and in the Balkans. 


"It has been said of M. Schanzer 
that he is the type of a German offic 
ial, tenacious, exact, and faithful bu 
without originality. 
Until now 
he 


has only been one of the numerous 
shadows of Giolitti. 
But 
perhaps 
Italy has nothing to lose by aiming 
at small practical advantages anc 
leaving, aside the greater 
projects.

liahment of fur farms. In fact, the 
number of fur farms being established 
in Alaska and tho Yukon territory is 
Increasing each year. 


The successful breeding of fur bear- 


Ing animals in captivity presents many 
difficulties. Take for example the es- 
tablishing of a fox farm; a single pair 
of silver or black foxes represents an 
investment of well into five figures. 
After securing a pair of (Oxcs it is 
very possible that they may not sur- 
vive in captivity. This would make 
necessary the securing of another pair 
at great expense and with much de- 
lay.Although foxes and some few other 
animals are now being raised in cap- 
tivity with fair success, it is not likely 
that their numbers will be so great as 
to lower present prices when placed 
^on the market. 
It is fortunate, that these animal 


farms can furnish even^a limited num- 
ber of skins, for the newspapers tell 
us that there is likely to be but little 
trapping done in the far North for the 
next te'n years, epidemics of influenza 
having nearly wiped out whole tribes 
of Eskimo and Indian trappers. 
In 1910, to save the rapidly disap- 
pearing aeals, tho United States gov- 
ernment took charge of the seal indus- 
try on the Pribiloff Islands. Under the 
watchful eyes of tho Bureau of Fisher- 
ies, which has charge of the herds of 
seals on the islands, the numbers have 
increased steadily and it is probable 
that the price of seal will bo reduced 
within the next f«w years.
